At pages 9-11. Applicant argues that the *501 patent does not disclose certain limitations: the Examiner cited the 775 patent, 
for these limitations. Applicant fails to identifv anv particuair limitations not disclosed bv the cited references. At pages 11-14, 
Applicant argues against the combination of the '501 patent and the '044 patent: this later document was not relied upon In a 
reiection. as Applicant notes at page 13. Applicant states that the references contain no suggestion to combine, but fails to 
understand that one of ordinary skill in trading arts would use a game as a training aid for actual trading, such as that of the 
'501 patent. As to Applicant's comment at last para., page 13. the Examiner did not suggest bodilv Incorporation of the 
references. Applicant fails to substantively address the Examiner's comments at pages 3-4 of the prior office action re 
education through a trading game derived from the two cited references. As to comments on the reiection of Claim 2. 
Applicant gives no substantive response to the Examiner's taking of offical notice..
